. He says that “when a crowd 
of people sing the same song, pray the 
same moment, concentrate 
thoughts upon the same subject, a 
‘thought force’ is generated that weak 
people rannot resist, and it is not re- 
ligious conviction, so much as it is hyp- 
notism that is evidenced.” Mr. Rice 
asserts that it is neither reverent nor 
intelligent to treat any human being 
as if he were a “lost” soul, believing 
that ev soul is the manifestation of 
the life of God, and that souls are never 


“lost,” but are in progress of develop- 
ment. Mr. Rice further’ states 
that. the Unitarian church is 
sometimes reproached by re- 


ligionists for not ipdorsing revivals, 
and continues: “Our position is cer- 
tainly not due to any lack of earnest 
desire for the betterment of people 
We do not encourage revivals, because 
experience, observation and conviction 
all teach that the revival is an abnor- 
mal way of carrying on religious work. 
Religion is too sacred to be trified 
with. We need intellectual honesty 
more than we need emotional! fervor.”

Facts Disclosed Lead to the Opin- 
ion That the Man Whose Garments 
Were Found on the Front is not 
as Defunct as He Would Like to 
Have People Think.

He also at one time was 
chef at the Alberta Hotel, Calgary, 
Canada, and, according to a _ letter 
found in his room from a woman in 
Spokane, he has done the disappear- 
ance act before. 

When King left his room on Central 
avenue in Los Angeles on Tuesday, he 
had changed clothing, replacing a gray

suits, and’ a trunkful of new under- 
wear. He also had a valuable gold 
watch and a signet ring.
